Control of System by North 
American Co., but Hasn’t De- 
cided on Action. 


OFFICIALS COMING TO 
CLOSE DEAL TOMORROW 


Deal for $90,000,000 Will Give 
One Concern Possession of St. 
Louis Lighting, Power and 
Transportation Facilities. 


Attorney General Herbert S. Hadley told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter over the long dis 
tance telephone Tuesday that he contem- 
plated an investigation to find out whether 
there is anything in the statutes t9 pro- 
hibit the proposed transfer of the United 
Railways Company to the North American 
company, the foreign corporation which 
already controls all the gas and electric 
lighting interests of St. Louis. 

Th attorney-general is investigating the 
absorption with the particular view of as- 
certaining whether there is anything in the 
statutes of Missouri to prevent its forma- 
tion. 

lle is not prepared to say whether he can 
institute proceedings against the North 
American and United Railways companies 


under the Missouri anti-trust laws. 
President CC. W. Wetmore, Treasurer 


Weorge R. Sheldon and Director John I. 
Beggs of the North American company are 
now on their way to St. Louis for the pur- 
pose, it is authoritatively reported, of con- 
summating the $90,000,000 railway deal. 

Practically all arrangements for the 
transfer of the railway syndicate’s stock 
to the North American company have been 
completed and they will be submitted for 
ratification on the arrival of the North 
Ainerican officerg Thursday morning. 

Mr. Beggs ts to be elected president to 
succeed Murray Carleton, who, it is under- 
stood, will retain his membership on the 
board of directors. x 

“My attention was called to this intended 
merger sometime ago,’ said Mr. Hadley to 
the Post-Dispatch, and I made _ several 
visits to St. Louis to ascertain what facis 
[ could bearing on it. 

“My inquiry, however, is not complete. I 
have been overwhelmed with other matters 
during the past few weeks and just as soon 
as they are out of the way I will take up 
the socalled North American-United Rail- 
wars consolidation. 

“T eannot say now just what w.ll be 
done, if anything, for the reason that I 
have not thoroughly examined the statutes 
covering the subject. But the case cer- 
tainly will receive the earnest attention of 
my office.” 


History of Deal. 


It was reported several months ago that 
the North American Co. would take over 
the United Railways corporation, which 
owns and operates all the street car lines 
of St. Louis, with the exception of the 
Suburban, but there is a slight hitch in the 
plans agreed on and the date of action was 
accordingly postponed. 

The North American Co. was 
under the laws of New Jersey. 
12990. It purchased considerable 
electric companies and owns the entire 
eommon stock of the Milwaukee Street 
Railway and Dlectric Lighting Co. 

Th North American also controls the De- 
troit Edison ©o., which is a consolidaffon of 
the Edison Illuminating Co. and the Penin- 
sular Electric Light Co. of Detroit. 
a joint control with the Mississippi Valley |

Mrs. Dimmock Signed Agreement 
to Sell at $500 a Share, but 
Did Not Deliver. 


The suit of Mrs. Eleanor Clubb, acting 
for her minor song Samuel C. Clubb, against 
John Scullin fot $145,000, the difference be- 
tween $800 a share, for which she sold 145 
shares of Wiggins Ferry Co. stock, and 
$1500 a share, which, she says, it was worth 
at the time, was set for Tuesday in Judge 
Reynold’s division of the Circuit court. 

The case was continued to May 4 by mu- 
tual consent, but not until Mrs. Clubb 
had filed, as evidence in the case, the 
deposition of Mrs. Caroline G. Dimmock, 
which adds much to the interest in the 
contest and brings forth another chapter 
in the history of the fight for and against 
the Rock Island Railroad's control of the 
ferry company in the. spring of 1902. 

The deposition of Mrs. Dimmock states 
that she is 70 years old and an invalid, liv- 
ing at 3190 Washington avenue. It says in 
April, 192, she was owner of 59 shares of 
Wiggins Ferry Co. stock. On Friday, 
April 26, 1902, she says, John Scullinscalled 
on her at her home and presented a long 
paper. It showed on its face that it was an 
agreement, signd by several Wiggins Ferry 
Co. shareholders, to sell their shares at 
$500 a share. He said, accoruing to the de- 
position, that practically all the sharehold- 
ers had signed this agreement. He asked 


her to sign it. 

Mrs. Dimmock says she looked over. the 
signatures and, failing to find the names of 
Mrs. Foy and Mrs. Scanlan, whom she 
knew to be large holders of the stock, on 
the list, asked about them. She says Mr. 
Scullin told her they had agreed to sign 
and would do so. 

Mrs. Dimmock says she refueed to sign 
until Mrs. Foy and Mrs. Scanlan had 
signed, but yielded to Mr. Scullin’s argu- 
ments and signed the agreement. She 
says Mr. Scullin assured her that $500 was 
the highest price being paid for the stock 
at the time, and deciares she would not 
have signed the agreement without «the 
etatement of Mr. Scullin and Mrs. Fox and 
Mrs. Scanian would sign it. She was to 
deliver the stock to the Mercantile Trust 
(o. and receive payment for it. 

She says, however, that she did not de- 
liver the stock as agreed. Three days 
lafter Mr. Scullin’s visit, she says, a rep-

i'Trust Co. called on her and offered her

Wife Dodged Carbolic Thrown at 
Her by Spinster During 
Quarrel. 


Little Alice Klein, a ‘3-year-old ‘gitl, 
now develops, is the principal, éu he 
the result of en acid-throwing . in 
which an alleged jealous spinster and & 
wife figured Monday evening. 

About 6:30 o'clock Monday eveniig, sc- 
cording to the story told by “Mra. Annie 
Stolle, aged 32, of 2315 South Second street, 
Miss Sophie Guernhardt, aged 4, of 22 
Poplar street, came to the back gate of 
the Stolle residence and sent word in that 
she wished to see Paul Stolle, the husband. 

The latter responded to the message 
and his wife, Annie. accompanied him to 
the alley, where Miss Guernhardt was 
waiting. A quarrel ensued between the 
two women. Several children gathered 
about them. Suddenly Miss Guernhardt, 
according to Mrs. Stolle’s story to the po- 
lice, crled out: 

‘This is for you! 
with you!” 

As she uttered the words she drew a two- 
ounce bottle filled with carbolic acid and 
dashed its contents at Mrs. Stolle, the lai- 
ter says. Mrs. Stolle dodged, the acid miss- 
ing her face and striking only her neck and 
arins, but the greater portion of the con- 
tents of the bottle went full into the face of 
little AHce Klein, 3 years old, living at 
2313 South Second street, barely missing 
her eyes and badly burning her cheek just 
under the right eye. Miss Guernhardt then 
ran and the police ‘have not yet been able 
to locate her. 

Dr. J. P. French was called and treated 
the injuries of Mrs. Stolle and little Alice 
Klein. He says that the Women. is but 
slightly burned by the acid, but that the

The trial of John. Meier, aged 15, charged 
with murder in the second degree, in con- 
nection with the killing of Thomas W.

Arthur Haley, who were with him on the 
hunting trip when he was shot for hay- 
ing trespassed, it is said, on the land of 
Bernard Wulff, defendant's uncle, in soufh- 
west St. Louls. Sam Freund, a man who 
witnessed the shooting, was also a wit- 
nese for the state, testifying that, with 
Arthur Haley, he ran to lift Inman. when 


the latter fell, and that Inman was in 
the middle of the road, and not on Wulff’s 
land when shot. 
Mr. and Mrs. 


Inman, parents of the boy 
who was killed, testified that he was their 
only child, a brother having been killed 
in an explosion some years before. 

It was shown that the two nephews of 
Bernard Wulff, Meijer and Henry Berner, 
fired twice with cat-rifles at the four 
boys. whom they accused of trespassing 
on their uncle’s land. The first shot. it 
is said, was fired in the air, and the sec. 
ond at the boys, when voung Inman fell, 
shot through the temple.

BAGS HIS SECOND BEAR.

CAMP ROOSEVELT, via messenger to 
Newcastle, April 18.—Great is the rejoic- 
ing at Camp Roosevelt. The President, 
Dr. Lambert and Phil Stuart are con- 
gratulating each other on their luck. In 
two days of hunting two monster bears 
have been slain. 

The second one to succumb to the Presi- 
dent’s rifle was bagged yesterday. The 
first, as already told, was killed Saturday, 
even before the President had reached 
camp. 

The first organized hunt began early yes- 
terday morning. The President was awake 
at dawn, had his’ plifge in the icy divide 
creek, and had breakfasted and was ready 
for the hunt. The party made their way 
to the east, striking to the very heart of 
Huntsman’s hifll hunting district.

In 
the final dash the bear led the hounds 
straight cown the mountain side and then 
hearly a mile up the mountain again. He 
was found on a rock, desperately. striking 
with his paws at the leaping and howling 
dogs. 

“There he is!’’ shouted the President, and 
the sturdy ponies clambered, puffing and 
blowing, toward it. The bear sighted them 
and away he dashed again at racehorse 
speed, with the dogs tearing and snapping 
along. the trail. 

Half a mile farther on, the dogs again 
brought the bear to bay. As it turned it 


launched out with a paw and caught one 
of the dogs fairly on the head and broke 
its back. Then it resumed its flight and 
the dogs, apparentiy frightened by the 
fate of their fellow, lagged. 
Urged by the shrill barks of “Spot,” 
however, the hounds caught him again. 
For a minute the bear fought. He swung 
savagely back and furth on his pursuers, 
but ‘missed them and, turning, fled back 
to the bank of Garfield creek, two miles 
where he had crossed it an hour 

With one bound. the bear was 
half way up the trunk of a cedar tree. 
The President brought him down with 
one shot. From tip to tip the hide meas- 
ured 6 feet 9 inches.

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AN INDEX OF ST. LOUIS’ GROWTH. 

As stated in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, the real estate transfers 
for the first 15 days of April exceeded in number and aggre- 
vate’ amount those of the same period a year ago, and were 
more than double those for the same period of March of the 
current year. 

That this is not merely a spring boom, but a logical outcome 
of existing conditions, is shown by the report of the secretary 
of the Business Men’s League, which states that since the close 
of the World’s Fair 110 new business concerns, with a total 
capital of over $8,000,000, have been established in St. Louis. 
Since the close of the Fair, new buildings to the value of more 
than $6,000,000 have been contracted for. On all sides sub- 
stantial growth is to be seen, of which the’record for the first 
half of April is the high water mark. 

As St. Louis grows, so grows the Post-Dispatch. During the 
first 14 days of April, this year, the Post-Dispatch printed 
801 columns of the advertisements of St. Louis merchants, as 
compared with 664 columns of the same class of advertising 
for the same period of 1904.

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A STORY OF GCOD ROADS. 

The story of the redemption of the southeastern part of Ir 
diana, known as the Pocket, told in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
is mainly the story of good roads. 

A 
good roads agitation set in, and under present, conditions south- 
western Indiana is as one big city, thoroughly equipped with a 
mail system and paved highways.

Ten years ago the telephone 
was unknown; today there are 3400 telephones in use, operated 
from’ 18 exchanges.

Ten years ago the farmer rode horse 
back for his mail once a week. Now there are 39 rural] routes 
for daily delivery. The assessed valuation of the county was 
$12,900,000; now it is $19,000,000, and only high prices will make 
an impression upon the farmer when he is asked to sell his 
land.

THAT GREAT DIAMOND. 


That Premier diamond of the Cullinan 
diamond, as it is also called, would be 
worth $919,302,400, if the value of diamonds 
were figured today as it was from 1750 to 
1870. The estimates put upon that stone, 
however, range from $2,500,000 to $5,000,000. 
It was on account of the large number of 
great stones that were found every year 
in South Africa that the old method of 
rating diamonds was abandoned. Ac- 
cording to that method diamonds were 
rated according to the square of the weight 
multiplied by the value of a single carat. 
Thus, if one carat sold for $100, then two 
carats would: sell for $400 and three carats 
for $900, and so on. The Premier dia- 
mond weighs 3032 carats. 

One of the Interesting facts in connec- 
tion with this great diamond is that it is 
believed to be but a fragment of a still 
greater diamond, the other pleces of which 
are lost. That the stone was formerly 
much larger is shown by the four flat 
cleavage planes, which have the regular 
octahedral position. Only a small portion 
of the natural surface of the stone re- 
mains and the fragments broken off seem 
to have been very large. 

Like other diamonds in South Africa. the 
Premier was found in what is regarded as 
the chimney of an extinct volcano. It is 
believed that when the diamond was 
thrown up from its birthplace far be- 
neath the surface the force of the eruption 
was so great as to cleave the fragments 
from the stone. These fragments may have 
been blown out at the time of the explo- 
sion or may be still in the volcano chim- 
ney.

Hasn’t Been a “Frightful Fail- 
ure,” but Has Achieved Much, 
Miss Abbott Savs.

PLAN MARITIME EXPOSITION 


New Yorkers Suggest Celebration 
Commemorating Robert Ful- 
ton’s First Steamship. 


NEW YORK, April 18.—A maritime ex- 
position at New Yark two years hence. in 
celebration of the first steamboat, Robert 
Fulton's “Clermont,”’ which made the trip 
to Albany. August 11, 1807, has been pro- 
posed to Mayor McClellan by the mari- 
time affairs committee of the board of 
trade and transportation.
